PANAMA (Colombia) Thursday, Oct.

Casey took place yesterday. The ad- 
miral subsequently said the conference 
was to see if the government and the 
revolutionists could come to some 
agreement and to arrange the basis for 
such an agreement... He could not say 
much on the subject, for he had only 
one side of the question. He considered, 
however, that the terms offered in 
President Maroquin's amnesty decree 
were liberal. 

His only idea in conferring with the 
authorities here was to end the struggle 
which he considers unpatriotic, for it 
not only ruins the country, but delays 
the steps being taken looking to the 
completion of the canal. He did not see 
from the arguments he had heard that 
there was much difference in the prin- 
ciples upheld by either of the Colom- 
bian parties except in matters reiative 
to the church. 

Admiral Casey is studying the terms 
which the government offered, and in a 
day or two will send a communication 


to Gen. Herrera, the revolutionary com- 


mander, expressing his views on the 

situation, and will propose that the 
neral hold & conference with Gen. 
azar, the government commander. 

Admiral Casey received last Saturday 
Gen. Herrera's reply to Commander 
McLean’s communication noti the 
general that the United States as- 
sumed control of the isthmus, but he 
would not divulge the contents of the 
letter. According to rumor, Herrera’s 
note is couched in very strong and of- 
fensive language. 

Regarding his refusal to allow the 
Colombian government to transport 
troops on the railroad, the admiral said 
the United States had taken this ac- 
tion in order to maintain free transit. 
He knew>’Gen. Herrera would not dare 
to interfere with trains flying the Amer- 
ican flag, but he thought that if the 
government was permitted to transport 
troops or war material along the line it 
would be provoking to the revolution- 
ists, and might cause interruption to 
traffic. It is reported that the Liberals

NIVERSITY EXTENSION. 

The regents of the University of 
California have decided that the time 
bas come to organize university ex- 
tension as a separate department of 
the work of the university. and have 
appointed Prof. Henry Morse Ste- 
phens, who was formerly connected 
with the university extension system 
at Oxford, and who has lectured for 
the American Society for the Exten- 
sion of University Teaching at Phila- 
delphie, to be director of university 
extension in the University of Cali- 
fornia.

You learn 
with infallible accuracy of labor con- 
ditions, of the money market, of reul 
estate activity, of the retarding or ac- 
celaration of the social and economic 
machine generally. A thousand calls 
for workers against a hundred pleas to 
be allowed to work are more mutely 
eloquent of good times than columns 
of ae and thoughtful editorials.

In an issue of The Times of October, 
1900, four and one-half columns of oll 
liners were printed, mostly advertising 
stock which was then offered as a 
“snap” at prices which would now be 
considered fabulous. Almost every one 
of these industrious promoters advised 
the public that the tremendous boom 
which was sure to come would be upon 
them unawares in a short time, and to 
get ready for riches and unlimited 
prosperity by buying now at only ‘10 
cénts per.” On the parts of the buyers 
equal eagerness was displayed. One 
man offered to mortgage his home, and 
another wished to dispose of a farm 
which he had, for certain wild-cat 
stocks afloat in the Los Angeles mar- 


ket. 

The biggest of them all, though, 
seems to have been the Belgian-hare 
craze. On the first Sunday in Febru- 
ary, 1990, The Times published six col- 
umns of Belgian-hare liners, offering 
advice, stock and service at any price 
from $2 to $50. The opening hare ad in 
that issue was a long and very serious 
one, announcing that by “special ar- 
rangement, experts had consented to

The modest 
fee of $5 was charged to hear the in- 
teresting disquisitions on this subject.

FAILURE OF SOCIAL CLUB CASE

Juror Moore Makes a Sensational 
Statement of Jury-room Proceedings
